) s APPALOOSA RANCH IN McDADE, LOUISIANA 


By JOHNNY BAKER 


Howdy, Friends and Neigh- 
bors! It’s that time of year again 
up here. We don’t know whether 
we are supposed to be Eskimos or 
ducks. It shore is messy. 

Folks, I made a little trip I’d 
like to tell you about. We finally 
decided to breed little CAREY’S 
STREAK to a horse Mr. Hayes 
McDole has in Louisiana, and 
being a little curious to see and 
visit that ‘“‘you-all’”’ country, I was 
glad of a chance to make the trip. 

However, I didn’t look forward 
much to that long a trip by my- 
self, so I called L. R. Kelley to see 
if he would go along. His ans- 
wer was: “Too many irons in the 
fire; can’t make it.’”’ Knowing 
Kelley, I knew when I pulled into 
his place he would change his 
mind. 


So when we two pulled away 
from Limon, Colorado, shortly af- 
ter noon on March 4; the weather 
was lovely and it looked as tho 
we would have a very pleasant 
trip. We traveled for about three 
hours, then crossed the Kansas 
line into the gosh-awfulest snow 
storm I had hit this season. We 
finally wound up at Liberal, Kan- 
sas, and out of the snow. 


Started next morning in a rain 
and fog. It was then I discovered 
I couldn’t read the fine print on 
a road map. Kelley couldn’t even 
read the print on a dinner menu!

After a lovely dinner prepared 
by Mrs. McDole, we all sat around 
chewing the fat. The talk, natural- 
ly, turned to horses with spots 
and striped hooves, and it was 
Appaloosas that evening all the 
way until 12:30 in the morning.

Saddle, Horse 
And Rider 


By W. B. HALL 


In recent years, there have been 
a series of fatal and near-fatal ac- 
cidents to horseback riders from 
throughout the country. The age 
of these riders has varied from 
mature riders to teenage and 
younger ones. A significant fact, 
however, is that none of them, 
with one exception (as far as 
I can ascertain), occurred to mem- 
bers of riding clubs or the vari- 
ous posses. This makes it evident 
that the persons involved were in- 
experienced riders. Inasmuch as 
eause of these accidents was un- 
doub’edly carelessness on the 
part of the rider, it might be in 
order to point out a few matters 
that the inexperienced rider might 
well take heed of. 

First, of course, is the matter 
of the proper horse for the begin- 
ner, be he mature or a youngster 
This requires a gentle, well-broke 
horse. Such a horse should be at 
least six years old and usually not 
more than ten. There are and can 
be exceptions, of course. For the 
best results, a large corral or a 
roping arena should be _ utilized 
A hackamore or bar bit should be 
used for the horse’s protection. A 
blanket or surcingle complete the 
accoutrement for the beginner. 
For the first month or six weeks 
at least, this is all the equipment 
needed. 
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When the beginner is capable of 
staying on the horse at the walk, 
all-out 
preferably at barrel racing or just 


trot, canter and gallop, 
turning a few stakes a couple of 
hundred feet 
blanket and surcingle, he is ready 
to start riding with a saddle. Since 


apart, still using 


the average rider does not intend 
to contest at calf and steer roping 
or bull dogging, the low cantle 
saddle used by professional rodeo 
contestants is not suitable for the 
pleasure rider His object is to 
stay in the saddle, and not to see 
dismount 
Neither is the rubber foam padded 


how quickly he can 


low cantle saddle being featured 
by many saddle makers a thing 
for him. Put legs on this type of 
saddle and you have a fair TV 
chair, which is what it looks like 

a TV chair with legs cut off 
and cinches fastened on it 

If a rider's posterior is so ten- 
der that he requirers a foam rub- 
ber seat, he had better stick to a 
late model car and forget horse- 
back riding. A few years ago I 
used a Heiser saddle with an 18" 
V-well fork and high cantle, just 
how high I don't recall, but it had 
a 13" sea’. I was kidded a great 
deal about riding in a bear trap 

At the time I was using an In- 
dian-broke Appaloosa mare. She 
was plenty spooky. A barking dog 
or a jack rrabbit taking off from 
under a tumble weed, and she 
would seemingly turn inside out. 
{ never had any trouble keeping

iny seat. Incidently, I seldom rode 
a saddle without Tapederos. 

Every time a friend had a colt 
to break, he bee-lined it to me to 
borrow the ‘‘bear trap’’ saddle. So, 
in my mind, that is the type of 
saddle the average pleasure rider 
should use. Not necessarily an 18” 
V-well but certainly not less than 
14°; and a seat comparable with 
his posterior, be it 13’’, 15” or 
more, and a high cantle. 

Having served a hitch with the 
lst Cavalry on the Mexican bor- 
der, plus one in the Field Artil- 
lery during World War I overseas, 
and having been discharged with 
a rating of ‘‘Very Good” in horse-

When taking off on a hell-bent- 
for-election charge across rough 
open country, it was no particu- 
lar trick to remain seated under 
all circumstances.
